Your Health 


SPLEEN 


BY DR. R. H. BISHOP. 


Men and animals survive the surgi- 


cal removal o£ the spleen without ap- 
parent serious detriment, which re- 
moves this organ from the list of in- 
dispensable structures, says the Jour- 
nal of the American Medical Associa- 
tion. 


The spleen is Intimately associated 


with the digestive apparatus and xis 
known to change in size during the 
process of digestion, hence it has been 
often supposed that this organ acts 
as an "abdominal heart" for supply- 
ing blood to the stomach and other 
viscera whenVneeded. 


Recently It has been alleged that 


removal of the spleen diminishes the 
digestive powr of the stomach and 
that certain gastric functions can be 
again prompted only through injec- 
tions of extracts of the spleen. 


According to the American Journal 


of Medical Sciences, Inlow of tha' 
Mayo F"'Jndation put this problem to 
the test of experiment by studying 
the gastric secretion of animals under 
carefully controlled conditions befo' a 
and after the removal of the spleen. 


He failed to find the slightest evi- 


dence that the spleen gives to tha 
blood stream during digestion a sub- 
stance which leads to 
the further 


elaboration of the gastric Juices. Th« 
only noteworthy change in gastric 
secretion after removal of the spleen, 
was a slight diminution in the quan- 
tity of gastrio jnice secreted.

mats. 


If Richard Washburn Child was only an "unofficial observer" at the Lausanne Conference it 


would be difficult to deriy\that he was the "observed of all observers." 
An "unofficial observer" 


on such occasions as these is generally supposed to be seen and not heard, but Ambassador Child has 
been heard—and listened to attentively—at Lausanne. 
Europe heard this representative of a na- 


tion officially committed to non-interference in European affairs arise day after day to state defin- 
itely and forcefully the.policy of the United States on points of controversy between the Western 
Powers and the new Turkey which has replaced the "Sick Man of Europe."

Gradually Filling Hole At 


Edge of Apron. 


MAKES AN INSPECTION 


Here Preparing Article on 


Decatur Project. 


"As engineers we -would, of course, 


much prefer to have had the hole in 
the river bed downstream from the 
water impounding dam and just at the 
edge of the apron filled and the edge 
of the apron riprapped this fall but 
if it becomes impossible to finish the 
job until next summer we do not think 
that real damage- will result." 


This was the statement of J. Al- 


bert Holmes, who was chief engineer 
for Pearse, Greeley & Hansen on the 
construction of the water impounding: 
dam until the job was called finished 
last July, Thursday aftenvoon affter 
he had made an inspection of the sit- 
uation at the dam, 


PREPARING ARTICLE. 


Mr. Holmes was in Decatur just for 


the day collecting some data for an 
article which he and Samuel A. Gree- 
ley have prepared on Decatur's water 
project for the American Society of 
Engineers, and he made a trip with 
W. M. Bering over the lake basin jobs. 
He also Inspected the results of the 
work which has been done in pump 
ingr sand and gravel into the hole 
in the river bed. 


"There is no hole though, tn or 


under the 
dam proper," 
said Mr. 


Holmes Thursday night in speaking 
of the various rumors 
and 
gossip 


which are heard occasionally. 


TAIRLY WELL FILLED. 


"This hole which was washed out 


by the concentrated rush of water 
through the two openings left In the 
dam for the purpose of keeping the 
lake level down last spring while the 
work in the basin was being com 
pleted, has been fairly well filled by 
the pumping which has been done in 
the last sixty days but it is not yet 
completely filled. 


"Soundings show however that it 


has been filled enough so that the 
few piles which were 
left 
without 


support at that particular spot are 
now again resting on solid bottom. 
The apron does not, as a matter of 
fact, rest on the bottom of the rlvei 
anyway. It is carried on piles which 
are driven into the bottom of the 
river. 
Literally hundreds of them 


were driven Into the river bottom be- 
fore that apron was poured upon them 
so that whether or not a little of the 
sand or gravel Is washed immediately 
from below the apron is not neces- 
sarily a serious thing. 


WANT IT BACK. 


"We want the gravel and sand to 


be poured back and to have it solidly 
filled under the apron. 
That is the 


best way to have it, of course, but 
those who are worrying 
about 
it 


should not forget that the apron is 
carried, not on the sand and gravel 
just below it but on the many piles 
which are driven deep into the rivei 
bed under it." 


TO PUT IX RIPRAPPIXG. 


If the work is far enough along to 


permit the placing of the great chunks 
of broken concrete, wagon loads of 
old paving brick and the like which 
Mr. Huthranff has accumulated for 
that purpose, as rlprapping along the 
edge of the apron so as to form a 
protection there against future eros- 
ion, Mr. Holmes suggests that when 
the ice is thick enough to carry the 
loads that the commissioner have a 
slot out in the ice directly over the 
apron, 
where he 
wants the riprap 


material to be, then- to drag It ont on 
the ice and drop in through this hole. 
This would be much more expeditious 
than loading the material on scows 
and then unloading it over the spot 
and would also be moro certain of 
hitting the proper place than If the 
material were placed on the Ice and 
allowed to drop through when the ice 
broke up. 


EXPENSE ONLY WORRST. 


"Tes, I wish the work was done but 


if it cannot be finished this wlnt 
then it can be finished next summer 
when the stage of the water is again 
at a low point. It Is nothing to worry 
about except the expense of doing the 
work. Stories that there is "a hole 
under the dam" or "through the dam" 
are wholly untrue. Just to make sure 
about it Mr. Ruthrauff and I went 
over the whole situation down there 
Thursday afternoon. 
Gossip cannot 


hurt the dam. It merely worries some 
citizens when they hear it." 


ANOTHER SURVEY 


ROUTE 2 EXPECTED 


Would Gife Entrance To City By St. 


r.cnls BridKe. 


It is stated that a third survey for 


Route 5 south of Decatur probably 
will be made by the state engineers 
before tne location of this route is 
finally determined. According to this 
proposed location tho road 
would 


leave Decatur by the St. Louis bridga 
and parallel the Wabash railroad for 
some distance. 


Only a reconnisance survey ot this 


route has been made. *This 
means 


merely an automobile survey in which 
the engineers travel as nearly the 
proposed route as existing- highways 
will permit, checking up mileage by 
the spedometer and noting culverts, 
bridges, farm entrances and roughly 
estimating the cost of grading. It re- 
quires an actual survey to make a 
definite estimate of the cost. 


ROUTE LOOKS WELL. 


It.Is said that the route looks well 


to thE state highway authorities on 
the map and that it offers numerous 


opportunities for saving distance and 
avoiding curves. The route might fol- 
low the Wabash to a point north of 
the turn in the present road near the 
Enterprise school then turn south to 
the present highway and follow that 
to Elwin where a subway would be 
built under the Illinois Central rail- 
road. 


Of it may follow tha Wabash right 


of way to appoint about a half mile 
south of the 
Salem 
cemetery 
and 


thence go directly 
south 
to 
Mo- 


\veacjua. This is by odds the most di- 
rect route from Decatur to Moweaqlta 
and from that point to Pana the road 
would parallel the Illinois 
Central. 


Land owners on this route hav-; of- 
fered a considerable part o£ tho right 
of way free of charge. 


SHORTEN DISTANCE. 


Jt is pointed out that survey No. 2 


which will parallel the Illinois Cen- 
tral from tho South Side drive to El- 
win has advantages iu shorting the 
distance by the 
first 
survey 
and 


avoiding two expensive curves. There 
is some pretty rough country just 
south of the river but this survey 
follows a depression which will make 
easy grades for the road until it is 
clear of the river hills.
